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now you can't we have spread bizarre the president's lawyer had a heart problem and had to be relieved in 
the scooters David ice Mar on the left is the one that Camp David his named after named after by his 
grandfather by David as our Jim's messengers Secretary of Defense it's unknown whether he will stay in the 
cabinet one time Gerald Ford expressed doubt about that but many people other people think that he is an 
almost ideal Secretary of Defense who like Kissinger prepared all his life for that kind of job and was a 
classmate of Kissinger at Harvard this ovation has gone on for over a minute | guess it could go on 
indefinitely president we should make some thoughts and this is Mitch Thank You members of the cabinet 
members of the White House staff all of our friends here | think the record should show that this is one of 
those spontaneous things that we always arrange whenever the president comes in 
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arrange whenever the president comes in to speak and it will be so reported in the press and we don't mind 
because they've got to call it they see it but in our part believe me it is spontaneous you are here to say 
goodbye to us and we don't have a good word for it in English the bestest or revoir we'll see you again | just 
met with the members of the White House staff you know those that serve here in the White House day in 
and day out | asked them to do what | asked all of you to do to the extent that you can and our of course our 
request does it do so to serve our next president as you have served me and previous presidents because 
many of you have been here for many years with devotion and dedication because this office great as it is 
and only be as great as the men and women who worked for and with the president this house for example | 
was thinking of it as we walked on his Hall and | was comparing at the some of the great houses of the world 
have been in this isn't the biggest house many are and 
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isn't the biggest house many are and most and even smaller countries are much bigger this isn't the finest 
house many in Europe particularly in China Asia have paintings great great value things that we just don't 
have here and probably will never have until we or a thousand years old or older but this is the best house 
it's the best house because it has something far more important than numbers of people who serve far more 
important than numbers of rooms or how big it is far more important than numbers of magnificent pieces of 
hard this house has a great heart and that heart comes from those who serve | was rather sorry they didn't 
come down we said goodbye to them upstairs but they're really great and | recall after so many times I've 
made speeches and some of them pretty tough you always come back or after a hard day and my days 
usually a run rather long I'd always get a lift from them because | might be a little down but they always 


smiled and so it is with you | look around here and | see so many in this staff that you know | should have 
been by your office's and shaking hands and I'd loved to have talked to you and found out how to run the 
world everybody wants to tell the president what to do and boy he needs to be told many times 
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and boy he needs to be told many times but | just haven't had the time but | want to know | want you to know 
that each and every one of you | know is indispensable to this government I'm proud of this cabinet I'm proud 
of our all the members who have served in our CAPTA I'm proud of our sub cabinet I'm proud of our White 
House staff as | point out last ix sure we've done some things wrong in this administration and the top man 
always takes the responsibility and | have never ducked it | don't want to say one thing we can be probably 
five and a half years no man or no woman came into this administration and left it with more of this world's 
good and when he came in no man or no woman ever Provident at the public expense or the public kill that 
tells something about you mistakes yes but for personal gain never you did what you believed in sometimes 
right sometimes wrong and | only wish that | were a wealthy man the present time I've gotta find a way to pay 
my taxes and if | where I'd like to recompense you for the sacrifices that all of you have made the serve in 
government but you are getting something in government and | 
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getting something in government and | want you to tell this to your children and | hope the nation's children 
will hear it too something in government service that isn't far more important than money it's a cause bigger 
than yourself it's the cause of making this the greatest nation in the world the leader of the world because 
without our leadership the world will know nothing but war possibly starvation or worse in the years ahead 
with our leadership it will no peace it will know plenty we have been generous and we will be more generous 
in the future as we are able to but most important we must be strong here strong in our hearts strong in our 
souls stronger than our belief and strong and our willingness to sacrifice as you have been willing to sacrifice 
in a pecuniary way to serve in government some else I'd like for you to tell your young people you know 
people often come in say what do | tell my kids you know they look at government sort of a rugged life and 
they see the mistakes that are made they got the impression that everybody is here for the purpose of 
fettering his nest that's why | made this earlier point not in this administration not one single man or a woman 
and | say to them there are many fine careers this country needs good farmers good businessmen good 
plumbers good carpenters | remember my old man | 
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good carpenters | remember my old man | think that they would have called him threadable | sort of a little 
man common man in consider himself that way you know what he was it was a streetcar motormen first and 
then he was a farmer and then he had a lemon ranch that was the poorest lemon ranch in California | can 
assure you he sold it before they found oil in it and then he was a grocer but he was a great man because he 
did his job and every job counts up to the hilt regardless of what happened nobody will ever write a book 
probably about my mother well | guess all of you would say this about your mother my mother was a saint 
and | think of her two boys dying of tuberculosis nursing for others in order that she could take care of my 
older brother for three years in Arizona and seeing each of them die and when they die it was like one of her 
own yes she will have no books written about her 
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she was a saint now however we look to the future had a little quote in the speech last night from TR as you 
know | I'd like to read books I'm not educated but | do read books and the TR quote was pretty good it's 
another one I've found as | was reading my last night in the White House and this quote is about a young 
man it was a young lawyer in New York he'd married a beautiful girl and they had a lovely daughter and then 
suddenly she died this is what he wrote this was in his diary he said she was beautiful and face and form and 


lovely you're still in spirit as a flower she grew and as a fair young flower she died her life had been always in 
the sunshine there had never come to her a single great sorrow none ever knew her who did not blow and 
rivet for her bright and 
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not blow and rivet for her bright and sunny temper and her saintly unselfishness fair pure and joyous as a 
maiden loving tender and happy as a young white when she had just become a mother on her life seemed to 
be just begun and then the years seemed so bright before her end by a strange terrible fate death came to 
her and when my heart's dearest God died the light went from my life forever that was TR and his 20s he 
thought the life had gone from his life forever but he went on and he not only became president but as an ex- 
president he served his country always in the arena tempestuous strong sometimes wrong sometimes right 
but he was on man and as | leave let me say that's an example | think all of us should remember we think 
sometimes when things happen if don't go the right way we think that when you don't pass the bar exam the 
first time | happen to but | was just lucky | mean my writing was so poor the our examiner said we just gotta 
let the guy through 
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we think that when someone dear to us dies we think that when we lose the election we think that when we 
suffer a defeat that all has ended we think this TR sir that the light | had left his life forever not true it's only a 
beginning always the young must know it the old must know it it must always sustain us because the 
greatness comes not when things go always good for you but the greatness comes and you're really tested 
when you take some knocks some disappointments when sadness comes because only if you've been in the 
deepest Valley can you ever know how magnificent it is to be on the highest mountain and so | say to you on 
this occasion we leave we leave proud of the people we've stood bias and work for us and serve this country 
we want you to be proud of what you've done we want you to continue to serve in government if that is your 
wish always give your best never get discouraged never be petty always remember others may hate you 
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always remember others may hate you those who hate you don't win unless you hate them and then you 
destroy yourself and so we leave with high hopes in good spirit and with deep humility and with very much 
greatness in our hearts | can only say to each and every one of you we come from many faiths we pray 
perhaps to different gods but really the same God in a sense but | want to say for each and every one of you 
not only will we always remember you not only will we always be grateful to you but always you will be in our 
hearts and you will be in our prayers thank you very much the President Nixon speeches often have 
addressed himself to Minds the people but this one was addressed to the heart and | think it got through

that led to his biggest successes abroad he is still president for two more hours that's the Truman balcony 
that interrupting semicircle of floor there in the columns his outside that's the 
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in the columns his outside that's the diplomatic entrance he's coming out of where the diplomats billion 
Virginia Sherwood is there let's stay a Virginia show it can tell us some things so president mrs. Nixon Vice 
President Gerald Ford soon-to-be president and mrs. Ford walking the red carpet now down to the helicopter 
sustained applause they're followed by Tricia Nixon and Ed Cox Julie and David Eisenhower Ron Ziegler 
was one of the first ones out the door dr. wolf at the cash walking out to the plane they are now boarding the 
helicopter walking through the honor guard as you can see the president glanced this way at the press 
standing on the platform briefly half smile on his face as he walked by there a tearful goodbyes now at the 
helicopter because Julie Nixon eisenhower and her husband David will not be boarding the helicopter they 
will not be boarding Air Force One to fly to San Clemente today the president now at the door a final wave 
and sustained applause of course as you can hear in the balcony staff men and chefs caps in a moment the 
door will be closed and President Richard Nixon will be on his way to Andrews Air Force Base still president 
United States if he board Air Force One apply to his home and thank Amanda and vice president ford at 
noon today will become a 38 President of the United 
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will become a 38 President of the United States Julie and David now walking back up the red carpet they're 
standing in the midst of the honor guard waving goodbye the chopper ribs up March the chopper you weren't 
seeing the chopper the honor guard now coming past us here on the stand as that chopper is ready to take 
off we're watching vice president and mrs. Ford now holding hands walking up the red carpet in the very front 
line their rosemary woods right behind Vice President Gerald Ford and his wife Julie holding on to David 
Kord going over 200 you of them Julie who perhaps took this harder than anyone now standing as she does 
many times or her father probably her father's best public defender during these almost years of water vapor 
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now you're seeing actually a whole group standing here they're not happy faces they are bidding goodbye to 
President Richard Nixon Julie sometime vice president hears that his eyes waving perhaps the most pain 
base in this crowd and that chopper takes off from the South Lawn for the last time with Richard M Nixon as 
president of the United States Epperson memorial the helicopter now goes off to Andrews Air Force Base 
where the president will board Air Force One the spirit of 76 he's dubbed it for the last time dr. Walter to 
catch the president's positions on the helicopter and will notice implemented with him here rosemary wood 
mrs. Ford Vice President Ford they did Tom Jarrell is there at the White House Tom come in and so after an 
emotional farewell President Nixon has left his helicopter flying from here on the South Lawn onto Andrews 
Air Force Base | in approximately two hours he will be airborne at that time for the five hour flight to California 
and his resignation will be picked up here by Secretary of State Kissinger the president was seen off by Vice 
President Gerald Ford and secretary Kissinger and other members of the Nixon cabinet there were was a lot 
of open weeping especially from close members of mr. 
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especially from close members of mr. Nixon's family and staff his daughter Julie staying behind also 
rosemary woods his personal secretary was extremely distraught and broken up as they stood here looking 
out at the helicopter with the president he in the window waving back to them on his last departure from the 
South Lawn as chief executive of the United States inside in the East Room it was a similar emotional scene 
Jack Brennan the very tough talking and tough acting and veteran combat marine corps officer who is one of 
the president's uh chief military aides was standing with tears streaming down his face as the president 
delivered his final farewell and personal remarks to his staff and his cabinet so mr. Nixon now has departed 
Vice President Ford and his wife are here at the White House in the very same location where many of the 
events have taken place this morning perhaps in the East Room or even in the Rose Garden depending 
upon the weather | think we will have the swearing-in and approximately two hours of vice president for word 
to become the nation's 38 chief executive Virginia Sherwood has been here also keeping an eye on the staff 
members and getting White House reaction on this very historic day Virginia well | guess while you were in 


the East Room Tom we watched the people come out here | said the first personnel dr. Walter takács looking 
very very down and then Ron Ziegler there were many red eyes it was almost like late last night when we left 
here general Alexander Haig a general the Man of Steel | guess the strongman came to talk to us for a 
moment completely red eyed he said it's fatigue but this morning it was not fatigue it was sadness complete 
sadness of an era that has passed as the Nixon family left in this helicopter also we | think when you 
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this helicopter also we | think when you said the vice president will take over in two hours between that time 
between now and that time the letter of resignation written by President Nixon will be delivered to Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger also this morning we were told that the president did not go to the Oval Office he 
remained in the Lincoln sitting room and the residence meeting with general Haig planning the transition 
Howard well that speech that we heard contain the feeling that we thought we might hear last night but didn't 
in the president's very brief resignation speech in the speech the president was denigrating towards his own 
education he said he wasn't educated very well and towards his ability of taking bar exams actually the truth 
is he's very well educated and he was outstanding in law school the Duke University all right you've uh 
having remember you're saying once that even though among reporters you it's you know vigil of Richard 
Nixon you didn't feel that you knew him very well and that maybe nobody in the press did or maybe very very 
few people anywhere so | would think that was a fairly unusual glimpse into the the inner man wasn't it this 
morning | think it was - he rarely shows that | noticed that he let his upper lip perspire heavier they usually 
he's very sensitive about that once | interviewed him on television | knew he was sensitive about it and | told 
him whenever you hear me ask a question mr. president you can take your handkerchief out and wipe that 
upper lip | promise you the camera won't go back on you till | finish talking my question and so he seemed 
better at ease then well today he didn't care about that and he didn't care about the small vanity of wearing 
his eyeglasses to read he was a unbent Richard Nixon today characteristic of him in the past when he has 
showed emotion in public has usually been irritation of the quicking incident with bran zipper and the top to 
his oppressed in 1962 this is the first 
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his oppressed in 1962 this is the first time I've seen him openly emotional and warm and obviously sincere 
when he talked about his staff and typically when he talked about his mother | fear it Harry that maybe a little 
bitterness might creep in and he began and said | guess this is what the press would call spontaneous it will 
so be reported by the press well it was spontaneous the evasion he got and | think the press will say so | 
think that's fair we will continue with our coverage of this morning's great events after this pause for station 
identification this is ABC the president's helicopter has already arrived at Andrews Air Force Base in 
Maryland south of Washington DC and we go there now to see if landing the president talked about the 
White House being relatively modest and small compared to the palaces of Europe well the the official airport 
uses all the time is even more modest and utilitarian Andrews Air Force Base has no frills at all that is an Air 
Force Base and it enjoys the advantage of being far the most secure day for airports around Washington but 
the dramatic events we've seen at this plane Airport Khrushchev arising arriving yes even gear is now at 
Andrews Air Force Base Steve well he can't hear us over the din of the chopper we'll get to him in a short 
while that's airforce one over there on the other side there's only one other elaborate plane that elaborate 
than secretary Kissinger uses that to travel all over the world general Hague | believe no I'm wrong mister 
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mister I'd better withhold until | can see it more closely general Hague was the first man the president saw 
after he got up this morning he had his usual morning meeting the general a this is Nixon crowd outside even 
with all the security you will see quite a few Secret Service men facing towards the crowd that is generally 
towards the camera Howard just hi you know that it's modest white house and a plain and simple airport 
should also note that no ruler anywhere in the world or in history though as the penalty of ways to get around 
but the president united states does is that's a whole white house wrapped up in that airplane the best 


communications in the world are in there it's a way of a lot of times he used the word historic a lot that was 
an historic wave and maybe the last time we'll get a full picture of Richard Nixon president that has President 
of the United States Lyndon Johnson thought was the thing he would miss most from the presidency is the 
one purpose that nobody else in the world has the president united states never waits when he gets on the 
airplane or the helicopter that door closes and they move everybody else in the world waits John Kennedy

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that airplane is really quite an impressive sight when you see it land that an airport in Europe are indeed on

President nation and would be under any circumstances even if he had been removed from office by the 
Senate the Secret Service protection still goes on for all current former candidates to feel president | think 
they may need it more when they're not president President Johnson | visited on his ranch after he had 
ceased to be president he in the Secret Service men there told me about threats to his life and people | 
wanted to gain Fame just by getting a crack at a president whom they thought 
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crack at a president whom they thought is no longer guarded he makes somewhere in the neighborhood of 
550 miles an hour he could be aware of the world over Kansas City | mean actually scoffs being President 
Richard Nixon and you say it's a gray day in Washington in fact we expect rains and possibly storms later 
this afternoon but the president will be above that both metaphorically and actually in just a few minutes | | 
wonder when the president directed will bother him I'm sure that his main activity will be sorting them and 
preparing to write his memoirs but Sheila certainly want to do we want to go back to the White House now | 
want to go back to the White House and the South Lawn when's the president took off just a moment doing a 
helicopter Tom Jarrell and Bill Zimmerman are there Tom and Bill yummy Tom the 37th 
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Tom and Bill yummy Tom the 37th President of the United States has now left the thirty-eighth is waiting in 
the wings to be sworn in and take off as here at the White House ABC's bill Zimmerman has been with Vice 
President Ford almost sensi to a field of office as vice president about six or seven months ago billed in 
terms of the new chief executive on basic things such as economic policies such as military affairs Pentagon 
spending this type thing do you expect very much change in terms of the forward policies from the Nixon 
policies well Tom taking economics first | don't quite know what to expect in that area Ford has said very little 
about it publicly he has indicated that he agrees very strongly with the president's latest announced plan | 
think you will see no wage our price controls he has called them phony he has also indicated very strongly 
that he he has great admiration for George Shultz and | think we may be seeing George Shultz back here 
before too long in one capacity or another certainly as an economic adviser to the president in terms of 
Foreign Affairs board | think that is not his strongest suit but | think he recognizes it he is more than glad to 
have Secretary of State Kissinger here to share that burden and he will and he will be following the policies 
now all of the president is at Andrews Air Force Base he is back on his aircraft which he named the spirit of 
76 which is more commonly called Air Force One and he is airborne enroute to the Western White House as 
it has been called whose will off now be redesignate it he is flying the approximately five hour flight from 
Washington out to California Howard if there's ever a cut-off point biro Richard Nixon ended with that the era 
of Gerald Ford is just about to begin Harry 
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
